A MnK£e(iti<m In Ctmitccliou with the 


Comiiix Centennial—A 3iew Designation

Tho Continental Herald, nee Swiss Times, 


suggests, that in connection with our Centennial 
.tnnivcrnaries some foliations name be adopted 
for the |ieople of the United States. It says : 


Of course they are Americans, but so are the 


natives of Patagonia or Bogota. 
The name 


American in general uso in Europe, although 
general!)' supposed to imply a nativity of the 
^'States,'' docs not exclude from the category 
either the Brazilian or tlie Peruvian. Some 
have adopted the designation of their own 
States, such as Virginian, Georgian and Oarol- 
ian, but this is not applicable to an entire peo- 
ple. Some, not very wisely, accept the soubri- 
quet given tliom in a slang classification, such 
liuckcys, Wolverines, lloosiers, and Wai Eagles 
These terms are open to the objection not of 
being very refined and as being rather local in 
their nature. Nor would it accepted with much 
better grace, or comport n ith national pride, to 
be iiddiessed as a Kcystoneer, or a Granite- 
Stater, or a Michigandcf. We might venture 
to propose a name deiivcd from that of the 
great discover of America, but we remember 
that a class of big guns are alieady known as 
Columbiads. Modesty would perhaps forbid 
the adoption of this term, as it would the use 
of the designation, "Statesman." As we do not 
believe in anything more than a gradual absorp- 
tion of the continents Korth and South, we 
plead for a ad interim appellation. The term 
"Yankee" bos various objectionable features 
from historical and other associations. There 
are neai ly forty States and Territories now in 
the confederation. Would it not be a good 
idea to take the first letter in the names of each 
of these and let a committee duly prepared and 
appointed for the task, form sonic word that 
will answer the purpose? We do not suggest 
mixing these initials in a hat and drawing them 
out by chance, but that some such able men us 
Mark Twain, Daniel Pratt, Walt Whitman. 
Dau Kice and others selected by them should 
•meet, decide upon and promulgate the name 
by which their compatriots should be known 
thereafter.

The Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 


Those of our readers who are familiar with 


the course of events during the strike of rail- 
road engineers, which occurred, principally on 
western lines, some two months since, will le- 
nieinbci'Uiat the demonstralion elicited a strong 
letter of disappioval from Mr. Charles Wilson, 
Grand Chief Engineer of lh« Biotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers. Thisdoctiment, which 
went Ihe rounds of the public press, while un- 
reservedly condemning the movement, also 
stated that such action on the part of members 
of the above named association was in direct 
opposition to tlie principles and practices of 
their organization. To the opinions thus plain- 
ly expressed, and to the influence exerted by 
Mr. Wilson, the failure of the uprising may be 
in no small measure attributed: and_ hence to 
his good sense, moderation, and just views is 
mainly due the prevention ot imminent losses 
to both contending parties. It would natur- 
ally he thought that the men engaged in the 
controversy, even if rendered somewhat irra- 
tional at the time by the incident excitement^ 
would on sober second re (lection perceive the 
sound reason in Jfr, Wilson's action; and con- 
sequently, if they did not feel a certain amount 
of gratitude for his elo.'ir-headed advise, would 
at least tacitly recogni/.c the justice in the po- 
sition he had assumed. But not so the loco- 
motive engineeis. 
Having called a conven- 


tion at Cleveland, Ohio receiilly, they proceed- 
ed to arrange the couise of their President. So 
(aras\vc can learn O'om the reports of the 
meeting, the discussion was earned on princi- 
pally by noisy individuals who have been fore- 
most among those fomenting the past disturb- 
ances. 
However this may be, the result of the 


deliberations Has far from evidencing either the 
common sense or tins justice of the delegates; 
for, by an almost unanimous vole of 120 to IS, 
the acts of the sti ikes wcie approved and Mr. 
Wilson requested to resign his presidency of 
the order. 


The locomotive engineers of this country arc 


as'a rule an able and thoroughly reliable body 
of men. To their hands are entrusted immense 
responsibilities, and frnni them are required tlie 
exercise of an amount of skill, cool judgments, 
and, at limes, absolute heroism, which raise 
them far above the average mechanic. Of how 
uniformly they have innt and do meet all those 
requirements, their past record, coupled \\ith 
the small percentage of lailrond casualties year- 
ly occurring in this count! y (considered in re- 
lation to those happening elsewhere) olfcrs 
abundant testimony. It is in view of these 
very facts, however, that we find omsch'es at a 
loss for an explanation of the action above 
noted. Are we to understand that the men to 
whom are hourly entrusted hundreds of lives 
ami prtipcity of untold value mean deliberately 
to endorse ibo. malicious acts of the wretches 
who misplaced switches, who shot workmen 
down at their posts, who disabled machinery, 
and committed other willful and malicious 
crimes against not merely their employers, but 
against the entiro community ? If such be the 
infeience. (and wo can fotm no other from the 
strong evidence of the vote, on the one hand 
and the letter which gave lisc to the conven- 
tion, on the ollior), fhun the Biothurliood of 
Locomotive Engineers as it now stands has as 
an oi'gani/ation7manifestly survived its time of 
usefulness and the sooner it disappears from 
(lie public gaxe the better. It 
has sunk 


down to tlie level of those who perpetually seek 
to promote disorder by the threadbare argu- 
ments of eternal antagonism between employer 
and employed, and to have suljmiLed itself to 
the Icadcishi]) of the violent extremists who 
somehow contiivc to creep into the counsels of 
nearly every trade organisation. 


Mr. Witaon, we urnta'Stand, proioscs to ap- 


peal lo Ihe Brotherhood as a whole against tlie 
action of their delegates, and invites such mem- 
bers as do not acquiesce in the course of the 
latter, to join him in forming a new society on 
tlie old basis, as expressed in the letter referred 
to in the beginning.

' Wherein are preserved Rome things of ralne, 


much that is quaint, and n little of which hath no 
point." 


Ou "The Oo." 


Tlie Queen's Head, in Dnke street, London, 


was long known among its frequenters as "The 
Go." The fashion of the house, says the old 
chronicler, was to order spirits in a pewter half- 
quartern measure, which the drinker mixed 
with water, according to his taste. It was fre- 
quently the fashion to say, "Now I'll have 
anotherquartern, and go." In process of time 
the order was cut down to the lust word, "Wai- 
ter, bring me a go," and from that house and 
that mode of expression the word extended 
probably over the whole kingdom, as syonony- 
mous with half a qiiarleiii of spirits. 


The first canal on record was one constructed 


by Ptolomy Philadelphus, for the purpose of 
opening a communication between the Nile and 
the Keel Sea. The great canal of China, exten- 
ding a distance of S^D miles, was commenced 
iu tbe ninth century. Canals where inti-oduced 
into England by the Romans, who formed one 
from the river Xyne, a little below Peterbor- 
ough, to the river Witham, three miles south of 
Lincoln; and in 1134, during reign of Henry 1., 
a canal was made to cll'eet a junction between 
the Trent and the Withum. The first canal 
regularly constiucted witli locks and sluices, 
was made in 1503, near the ciiy of Exctci. 
The aggregate length of navigable canals in 
England exceeds 1,200 miles. 


Orltfionof *hc Term, "T.'itclc Sam/1 


Immediately after the declaration of war 


with England, in 1S12. Elbcrt Anderson, of 
Sew York City, then a contractor, visited Troy, 
N. Y. where he purchased a large qitanuvf of 
provisions. The inspectors of the articles at 
that place were Ebcnezcr and Samuel Wilson. 
The latter gentleman (universally known as 
"Uncle Sam") generally superintended in per- 
son a large number of workmen, who, on this 
occasion, were employed in overhauling the 
provisions purchased by the contractor. The 
casks were marked "E. A.—U. S." Their 
inspection fell to the lot of a factitious fellow, 
who on heingasked the meaning of the mark, 
said he did not know, unless it meant Rlberl 
Anderson and Uncle Sum, alluding to Uncle 
Sam Wilson. The joke took among the work- 
•man, and passed currently, and "Uncle Sam," 
when present, was often rallied by them on the 
increasing extent of his possessions. 


KilcUGii Vegetable*. 


Kitchen vegetables were very scarce in Eng- 


land till the end of the sixteenth century. 
No 


salads, carrots, turnips, or other succulent roots, 
were cultivated by the inhabitants of Britain till 
tlie close of the icign of Henry VIII. Up to 
that time, tho little they had was imparted 
from Flanders and Holland. Our ancestors 
had winter-cresses, and water-cresses, and 
used common Alexandeis instead of celery, 
together with rompioiis and rocket. Araman- 
tlms and goose-foot,- or good Henry, with 
sproutrkales, were used instead of greeus; and 
they put the young leaves and pretty blue flow- 
ers of borage into their cool tankards. They 
had very few fruits, and tlwse which they had 
were not good—gooseberries, currants straw- 
berries, apples, pears, and cherries. The latter 
were bod, although they were introduced from 
Italy and planted in Britain as early as A. D. 
800. Several of our ordinary kitchen vegtablcs 
seem to have been unknown to the ancients; 
indeed, it is probably that they did not then 
exist, but are the result of subsequent cultiva- 
tion and improvement. Borage, spinach, and 
the variety of cabbages whichjwc now possess are 
never mentioned, although they: were ocquai nted 
with curly greens and broccoli. , The latter was 
brought from Italy to France at the end -of the 
sixteenth TOtitury. Cauliflower was brought 
from tlie Levant to Italy at the game time, and 
did not reach Germany till the clone of the sev- 
entieth century. The cultuie of tlie turnip was 
well Known to the Romans, and.it .Is probably 
that they introduced it into Britain. Tito carrot 
was known to the Greeks and Koinans, but not 
much used by them as food, either for man or 
for beast,

Few people have any idea through what a

The W«rd> Wo t««. 


It has been calculated that our language, In- 


cluding the nomenclature of the arts and 
sciences, contains 100,000 words ; yet. of this 
immense number, it is surprising how few are 
iu common use. To the great mujority, even 
of educated men, thi-ce-ftMuths of the words 
are almost as uufamili.u1 as <«reek or Choclaw. 
Strike from tbe lexicon all the words nearly ob- 
solete—all the words of special arts oi pi-ofes- 
sions—all the words confined in their usage to 
particular localities—all the words which even 
tlie educated speaker uses only in honueopathic 
doses—-and iL is astonishing into what a Lillipu- 
tian volume your Uiodignagian Webster or 
Woiccster will have shrunk." It has Iwen cal- 
culated that a child uses only about one hun- 
dred words; and unless he belongs lo the edu- 
cated classes, he will never employ more than 
three or four hundred. A distinguished Amer- 
ican scholar estimates that few speakers or 
writers use us many as ten thousand words ; 
ordinary petsons, offaii intelligence, not over 
three or'four thousand. Even the great orator 
who is able to bring into the lield, in tiie war 
of words, half the vast array of light and heavy 
troops which the vocabulary alloids, yet con- 
tend* himself with a far less imposing display 
of verbal force. Even tlie all-knowing Milton, 
whose wealth of \vouls seem amay.ing. a-«d 
whom Dr. Johnsonchaiges with using "Uab- 
ylonish dialect," uses only eight thousand; and 
Shakespeare himself, 'Ihe 
myriad minded," 


only fifteen thousand. 
These tiictsshow that 


the ditlicully of mastering the vocabulary of a 
new tongue is gi-eatly overrated; and they 
show, too, how absurd is the boust of every 
new dictionary-in,ikcr thai his vocabulary con- 
tains so many thousand woi-ds more than those 
of his predecessors.

Tho most icnmrkable duel over fought took 


place in 1S03. H was peculiarly French in its 
lone, and could hardly have occurred undor 
any other than a Kiench state nf society. M. 
Le Gninprc and M. Li'Piiiui; had a quarrel, 
arising out of jealousy concerning a lady enga- 
ged at the Imperial Opera. They agreed lo 
light a dcul to settle their lospeclivo claims, 
and in order that the heat of angry passions 
should not interfere witli the jiolished elegance 
of the proceeding, they postponed the duel for 
a month, the lady agreeing lo bestow her smiles 
on the survivor of the two, if the oilier was 
killed ; or, at nil events, this was inferred by 
the two men, if not actually expressed. The 
duellists were to do their fighting in the air. 
Two balloons were construcicd precisely alike. 
On the day denoted, Le Granpre and his sec- 
ond entered the car of one balloon, Le Pique 
and Iiis second that of the other. It was in the 
Garden of the. Tuilleries, amid an immense 
concourse of spectators. The gentlemen were 
to fire, not at each other, but at. each ether's 
balloons, in order to bring them down by the 
escape of gas. and, as pistols might hardly have 
served the purpose, each leron.iut took a blun- 
derbuss in his car. At a given signal, the ropes 
that retained the cars were cut, and the bal- 
loons assendcd. The wind was moderate, and 
kept the balloons in about their original dis- 
tance of eighty yards apart. When half a mile 
above the surface ol the earth, a preconcerted 
signal for firing was given. M. Lu Pique fired, 
tint missed. M. Lc Granpre fired, and sent a 
ball through Le Pique's balloon. The balloon 
collapsed, the car descended with frightful ra- 
pidity, and Le Pique and his second were 
dashed to pieces. Le Granpre continued his 
ascent triumphantly, and tenuinatiid his icri.il 
voyage successfully at a distance of seven 
leagues from Paris.

The phenomenon familiarly known as the 


"rain of frogs'' has been ridiculed and contra- 
dicted by certain scientists ; nevcitheless, there 
is abundant proof to show that it has occurred, 
and will again. In 1S<W, the wilier, In com- 
pany with some fifty other travelers, had per- 
sonal experience of the fact. 
We tt-ort: in Ari- 


zonia, not less than twenty miles from any 
stream, pond, or water. The day was ex- 
tremely sultry, and we had halted to let the 
animals gra/.e and rest an hour or two. Not 
aliving thing beside ourselves and horses were 
in sight, and certainly no frogs were hoppiutj 
over the rich, t.ufted grumma-iji-ass, which cov- 
ered tbe ground in every direction. Suddenly 
a dense, black cloud made its appearance, and 
it soon began to discharge a copious rain upon 
our unsheltered heads, Tlie drops were very 
large, and the water very warm. Xciuly every 
pcison wore a brond-brinmicd (Vll hat, which 
pioved a great protection against tlie rain as 
well as against the sun. Our altentiou was 
soon arrested by the pelting of something which 
struck our hats like hail, but which proved to 
be frogs, and in less than two minutes tlie gross 
was fairly alive with those crealures. Several 
ofthe party took some from their hat-rims. 


Our unexpected visitors were all of one size, 


about quarter of an inch long from nose to 
rump, very lively, and apparently in the best 
condition. Their fall had been broken by the 
springy, resilient nature of the grass. It is not 
probable that several li'indred thousand, per- 
haps millions, of frogs had suddenly been 
hatched into life in the cround by the rain, or 
if they had, that in tlioir infantile glee they 
jumped 4 feet II inches from the earth to the 
top of our heads merely to show how the game 
of leap-frog should be played. Nor had they 
any such caudal appendages as are generally 
attached to juvenile raiwt. They came from 
above in company with the i-ain ; and this fact 
was made clear by holding out the hand and 
seeing them fall upon it, as well as finding them 
on our h.it-rims. The eggs from which these 
reptiles sprung, had undoupledly been drawn 
up in the atmosphere by the action of a water- 
spout, and held in suspension with a'jucon« 
paiticies long enough lo hatch them out and 
give them ptrfect form ; then, by the force of 
mutual attraction, the separated particles of 
vapor got together in such masses as, to form 
heavy sheets of water, which, in turn, became 
amenable, to the laws of attraction of gravita- 
tion, returning to the earth from whence it had 
been drawn. In the fall, new divisions were 
created, called 'drops,' among which the frogs 
descended, having been, obedient to similar 
forces, moving with the aqueous particles. This 
instance is cited to show that oilier things be- 
sides vapors is translated from earth to atmos- 
phere by certain well-known and accredited 
development 
of natural 
laws."

ber of mines owned by Russia, and producing 
gold, were 979; platinum, 6; silver, 21; copper, 
70; iron, 1,174; zinc, 0; cobalt, 1; tin, 1; 
cool, 327: pyrites, 1; chromium, 6; rock salt, 
•t; besides 097 naphtha pits. Their yield was, 
from 17,000,000 tons gold sanrt, 80,400 pounds 
of gold; from 108,000 tons of platinum sand, 
4,504 pounds of platinum; 35,120 tons of silver 
ore; 100,306 tons of copper ore, 820,000 tons of 
iron ore; 42,400 tons of zinc ore; 101 tons of 
cobalt ore i 8,000 tons of pyrites; 817,000 tons 
of coal (stone and lignite); 22,000 tons of naph- 
tha: 7,000 tons of chromic iron ore; and 455,- 
000 tons of rock salt.

Our true, our noble statesman, in tlie laa^ 


speech hu made ere the messenger of death re- 
lieved him of his sufferings, showed his high 
standard of justice to his fellow men when he 
said: 


"Tlie Centennial celebration of 1S"(> should 


be fiist and foremost, and I think it scarctly too 
much to say only, a grateful vindication of 1770. 
It should be inexpensive, fur a thousand oil • 
viotts icasons; but, above all, because it docs 
not become a nation any more than an indivi- 
dual, on the veige of bankruptcy, to be extrav- 
agant, especially at the moment when . the 
attention of llic'woiId is invited to the study 
and imitation of hei methods of management. 
It should be national and not. provincial. It 
should bo so conducted that all, and not a few 
only, can participate in it. It should not involve 
tlio displacement of large masses of people, 
which is perilous to the health, expensive, and 
uioic 01 less demoralising. It should be free 
from evciy fcatnie calculated to sectionalke or 
divide the countiy, and bp bo managed as to 
secure tlie greatest possible hat mony and unan- 
imity. It should b? as educating and elevating 
in its influences as possible, both in this and 
foreign countries. All these icsults may be 
seemed with proper instrumentalities. 
"I think none of them will be, if the Phila- 


delphia scheme is encouiag«l by tho Federal 
Government any further. Of the international 
part of it, the conveiting into a European Fair 
with an American corner fur YanKee notions, 
I will not trust myself to speak. 


"To all these conskleiations I add yet ano- 


ther.—A World's Fair is essentially govern- 
mental in character. Such it has been in other 
countries, and such 1 fuar it must be in ouis. 
The Government invites—the Government is 
iiost: the Government, therefore, must guide 
and bliapc its conduct, and must pay its ex- 
penses, as if it were the annj or navy." 


And for these words spoken so truly, so just- 


ly and so thoughtfully, he received letters and 
messages of insult, that disticsscd his, last mo- 
monts in tlie field of duty. I envy not that 
heart who could write such words, to one so 
governed by principle, and reflect on it without 
remoisc.

An vjiplkatluii of manures to the soil is not 


•II that It mecu.ii; to spciirc a crop, especially 
oflhoM which \\c orrtmallly denomiiinle ciilll- 
rated cru|n. Tin-re Is .1 ]ireparallou necessary, 
am kmi totlie Intmilin-tion of seed; tlutcon- 
iliti in Ilic Inv.iklug up an<l piiherir.ing tlie 
toii. Without it no very licavy returns could 
ke eipectcd, excel*, pel-Imps In extreniB cases, 
and then with ilillbiciit conditions; thus it is 
aaid that a good cro|> of potatoes can be grown 
fcj dropping lire seed upon the ground, (which 
mutt however liiuc been previously tilled, for 
(ram and would not answer,) and covering with 
• thick miikli ol M liay, straw, cornstalks or 
other similar nmtori.il, iwrtlally decomposed. 
If llio muMi (s Miflldcnlly thick to prevent tlie 


of weeds, Ihis will sometimes work well, 


but It must be remembered Hint the potato is a 
plant of easy cull iration. What will ans«ci in 
OM cue will not always in another. It may 
be accepted ta « general rule that most seeds rc- 
sjulre a nvorc congenial ted tlian a soil compacted 
by fall rains *n<l «inter snows, although some- 
times loosened l>j (liefmstof winter. And yet, 
It maybe sa'd with a ("real deal of truth that 
there is agicat dlvei-sity in tlie texture of soils; 
but this does nut excuse any neglect, it only 
allows of less labor of preparation in one case 
than ill anothei. AH soils should be stared to 
•dm; a free lirculation of air, whereby any 
gases contained tlicicin may be extracted and 
lo iddtMlie imtnial fcitility of the soil. It 
was anokl theory of Jetliro Tull, that stilling 
the soil atted as manure in till! elfcct of stimu- 
lating tlie grow Hi of the crop. 


Ploughing slmuld be carefully done; any 


practice of cutting and eotenwj may save time 
In ploughing; !l uill also save time in another 
direction, that of harvesting the crop, but It 
•ilds to the l.ilior of cultitaliori. It is good 
economy to l>c particular that every Inch of the 
•oil be disturb! d by the plow. Very much has 
been said and written upon the subject of deep 
and sliallow ploughing, and to tlrosc who have 
taken a lively jurl in the controversy it may be 
laid, "You all me light," and there end that 
controversy, fm to lay dovi n a ilgid rule v.ith 
trfatd to depths of ploughing tliat would apply 
to all soils would Iw about as consistent as to 
itat* a rule for infallible manuring. 


In plouging In greensward, unless in a wet 


•oil, let the fui unvs reach but very little, if any 
deeper than tin nattiial soil, unless that is be- 
neath thedeplli desired; cut just such width 
as will readily turn flat into tho proceeding fur- 
row. If the soil is \ cry moist it may be de- 
sirealile to allow the furrows to lap, so as to 
allow offrcc cliculation of air to assist the de- 
composition of the sod; if as dry as cultivated 
fields diouti be, this will be accomplished when 
tunicd flat willilcss liability of glow ing gr.iss 
from the cdgi s ol tlie furrows. Where green- 
•ward is to be ploughed for culth ation It is a 
matter of choice v. hetlici- it be done In the fall 
and then broken in pieces in tho spring, only a 
very fchort time before planting. For case of 
cultivation, the lat Icr mode possesses adt ant ages 
which recomiwml it to general use. 


In plonghmu' old ground, or that which has 


been cultivated, the depth in till cases should be 
governed by the depth of soil; if hot very deep 
and the desire Is to deepen it, plant a little into 
the subsoil at cadi time ploughing. But do not 
go to deep into it as to poison the upper side if 
the sub«oilcli,iiiccs to contain substances which 
are inimical In vegetation, if brought up in 
large quantities tintil neutralized by contact 
with air, but let the quantity be small, the 
deepening gradual. Another point to be ob- 
•encd is tlie i naniicr of ploughing. While in 
ploughing sod the object 13 to reverse the same, 
in ploughing old ground the object is rather to 
pulverize totliu fullest extent; and so, iiotwith- 
atanding othei appliances that may be used to 
this end, let I he ploa used, be such a one as 
will do the wtirk .is thoroughly as possible, for 
there is no possible danger of rendering any soil 
toofinclypulvcrized for the benefit of the growing 
crop. Wlien there is evidence that fineness of 
toil tends to the dcgenearcy of the grow ing giain 
or Umbei, «ill be lunplc time for farmers to 
omit plowing ,md harrowing, and contract their 
farm expenses 1>J the abandonment of tho im- 
nlciBoiiLs: bu1 until that time let the work do- 
•igncd to be m comphshed by these important 
aids be thoroughly done. 


Again very much sometimes depends upon 


the time of ploughing. On dry, sandy loams 
tliis can be done much carhei than on clay 
loams that ha\ e an abundance of moisture. It 
may be laid down as a safe rule that it is bettci 
to liaver-plou in the tool house than to Attempt foot is otherwise tl 
to plow a *oil that is too moist. The tendency elasticity and v igor' 
universally 13 for such soil lo bake or <h) so 
hard as to resist all reasonable dibits in its re- 
duction. 
Tin arrangements of the farm should 


tliercfore be made with a view to all contingen- 
cies of this Kind, and work should be com- 
menced upon thos; portions w hero it can pro- 
ceed advanl.i£;eoiiSjy, leaving the poitions that 
arc less favorably i.il uatad to be improved by 
tlie advancement of the season. 
If such a 


course cannot be pcrsucd in consequence of the 
uniform quality and condition of the soil of the 
Dhole farm, then omit all attempts at ploughing 
nntil the ground is fitted for the woik rathei 
tlian to forcf your plow into a too moist soil. 
The crops Mill be equally as forward to wait 
until the ground becomes somewhat dried and 
warmed. It may be safely calculated (hat w ith the nat 
an excess o! moisture in the soil in the spring 
infant, 


the ground is cold, and no matter where the 
«un may be, or tlie atmosphere, it w ill require a 
different kind of philosophy from any that lias 
ev«r beer! w ntteu upon, to prove that heal from 
above will descend %ery rapidly into walei, or 
which is the same into a soil that is pretty 
thoroughly saturated w ith water. The water 
then must be evaporated and so admit of a cir- 
culation of air, which will carry the heat with it 
into the soil. But, says the critic, " could this 
not be accomplished tetter by using the plow!" 
It could, if tlie soil was of the right character, 
potsessing a sufficiently sandy texture to insure 
iU breaking down, and natural pulverization, 
bnl where perhaps tlie preponderance is of clay, 
which is one of the causes of tlie retention of 
the water, .md which could, a« before staled 
bake into the consistency of brick almost, 
tlie conditions are very materially changed, and 
this affords an ample Illustration of tlie fact, 
that the fai mer is governed in a great measure 
by these ennoble conditions, and which adds 
greatly to the difficulty of hi* calling. 


Were it not for a long lift of conditions which 


be can in no wise control, the farmer ould in a 
little time calculate to a certainty as to all his 
results, but with all the atmospheaic conditions 
to contend with which arc evei changing, makes 
hb occupation of the locst difficult character, 
requiring an amount of knowledge and good 
Judgment imsorpasscd by my other o jcufotlon 
known. .Is it suiprising then that with these 
adtorse circumstance*- lie should sometimes 
meet -with reverses or absolute failures? And 
yet, as» thus/ taking bdo account numbers, 
farmers are'worc mtcentful than any oilier 
ehM.

Edinburgh is famous for its numerous public 


privies; each scat has a pail; farmers engage 
the contents by the year and haul them at! 
every night between 12 and 4 A. M. After the 
pails are all emptied, they are washed clean; 
so all is kept sweet. At the farms a basin is 
formed by road earth, and the night-soil is run 
Into it, and a load of coal aslies spread over it 
to absorb tlie moisture and act as i deodorizer. 
So there is no unplcisant smell. When one 
basin gets full, another is filling; after standing 
full for a fortnight, the whole mass, road earth 
and all, Is tinned over and well mixed. If 
much unpleasant odor mises, more coal ashes 
arc added. The compost lies In Hie heap until 
needed, to spread ui»n the lands, and produces 
heavy crops. The ingredients arc well incor- 
porated b> the time the compound is used; the 
allies disintegrate and become incorpoiated 
both with the road rartb and the tcnaceous 
matter under treatment, so that the whole ma« 
becomes very fri.il Ic, and is easily, removed for 
use with shovels and carts. This compost is 
liberally spread upon the lands, but applications 
arc made thin ami evenly, as it Is considered a 
very powerful fei tihzei. The farmers who pur- 
chase these contents, live within three miles of 
the city. Every kind of waste substance about 
Hie city that will benefit land, is bought up by 
tlie fanners. They do not keep many live 
siock, but sell all the hay and straw they can 
spare, and get high prices therefoi. 


I-otatocs are sold upon the lands foi $150 per 


acre, and an acre H ill produce seven hundred 
bushels. The purchasers have to harvest them 
and haul them off In a given time. Turnips 
sell for $125 pei acio, and the pnrch.iseis luul 
them off. Potatoes and eaily turnips must be 
cleared off !>y middle of October, picpaiotoiy 
to the sowing of w Inter wheat upon the land.

by wearing high-heeled shoes the form of the 
foot is otherwise distorted, and deprived of

I tell you the feet under inspection were not 


rendered either deformed or useless bj the en- 
ervating and enfeebling U.immels of fashion. 
Instead of the toes being squeezed out of all 
natmal shape, and by their compression pre- 
venting natural expansion, the) had their full 
si/e and length, manifesting by their motions 
both power and development. Their growth 
had been natural and unrestrained. Instead of 
the Luge toe being the only one that seemed to 
belong to the member and projecting far beyond 
the other part of the foot, it was in reality ex- 
hibited in a stiictly developed symmetry, such 
as we sometimes see pictured in sandals. It 
was only second in length to the next in order, 
and all the digits were rounded off so as to give 
the natural form as we see in the foot of the 


Although in the case of this unfortunate lady 


there were potters developed that are rarely 
expected to he called into action, yet our ob- 
servation of their use is adapted to teach this 
important fact, that both the powers of mind 
and body, if expected to be 01° use to their pos- 
sessor, must be employed about thcii legitimate 
objects, and that the very actions which they 
prompt to be useful, must conform to what 
" nature made or meant."
